have found their way into the tills of 
•the country m erchant, instead of flow­ 
ing into the tru s t’s Wall street hoard. 
One mail order house recently in­ 
creased its capital stock from $500,- 
000 to $40,000,000. 
A new 
$t00,ooo,- 
000 m erger of mail order houses h a s 
been formed. Wall Street financiers, 
including th e Morgan banking firm, 
has had charge of both these financial 
operations. Still another mail order 
house, with 63 acres of floor space, 
made a net profit of $17,000,000 last 
year. 
It is evident that the greedy eyes 
of the great mail order financiers are 
turned upon the entire retail business 
of the United States outside of the 
great cities. It is also plain that a gi­ 
gantic tru st is rapidly forming. The 
small retail m erchant is facing ruin. 
That the grip of the octopus is al­ 
ready being felt is shown by the pop­ 
ulation sa tisfie s. Nearly 7,000 small 
towns lost population in the census 
of 1910. 
It is declare dthat something m ust 
be done by immediate legislation, or 
the parcel post will not be the com­ 
plete blessing it ough't to be. It is as­ 
serted the solution of the problem 
will be In the form of a heavy tax on 
mail order business. This tax would, 
it is contended, tend to stop th e ex­ 
pansion of the mail business, and to 
reduce its present 
formidable 
size. 
The money thus collected would be 
spent for road building o r other lo­ 
cal improvements 
in 
the 
districts 
which contributed to the mail order 
houses. 
The small retail m erchant is the 
prop of distributed prosperity, and the 
growth of the mail order tru st serves 
no common good. Here is a principle 
which works out: “ If you spend y our 
money where you get it, you will En­ 
able to get it where you spend it.~ 
Through 
a system atic 
advertising 
campaign, the mail order capitalises 
have sought to poison the public m ind 
against th e small m erchant. The peo­ 
ple have been told that th ere are too 
many m erchants, and that their retail 
m e hods are wasteful and costly. But 
J I would point out the other side of 
} the question. 
The 
Chicago 
vice 
investigation 
showed that 50,000 women employees 
of mail order houses are existing on 
starvation wages, m any of them be 
ing driven bv poverty 
to 
lives 
of 
shame. The maiT order houses are the 
gri'at 
distributors 
of 
prison-made 
goods. The yare the exploiters of m is­ 
fortune, buying much of their goods 
at ban k ru p ts’ sales. 
We want cheapness, a lower cost 
of living: that is what we are all 
working for. But we do not want it 
at the expense of The women wage 
slaves of Chicago and of the million 
little m erch an ts o fthis coimtrv.

Railway Business for April. 


The total operating revenues of the 
railways for April were $237,362,424, 


an increase over those of April of last 
year of $22,893,968 in the aggregate, 
or 9.7 per cent per mile of line. This 
was whittled down by an advance in 
operating expenses of 12.3 per cent 
per mile of line to an increase in net 
operating revenue of $1,834,073 in the 
aggregate, or 2.4 per cent perm ile of 
line. 
The am ount of this net 
operating 
revenue was $58,337,434. 
Taxes 
for 
month took $10,482,492, 
an 
increase 
per mile of line of 7.9 per cen't; this 
and shrinkage in revenue from out­ 
side operations left operating income 
amounting to $47,516,273, an increase 
of $810,427 or less than I per cent per 
mile of line. This aggregate operat­ 
ing 
income 
for 
the 
222,156 
mile 
am ounts to $214 per mile of line for 
the month, or $7.13 per mile of line 
per day. 
It is th e operating income to which 
the railroads m ust look 
for 
b etter­ 
ments, improvements, new’ construc­ 
tion, aud for interest on bonds and 
dividends. Except for the 
fact 
that 
here was an anthracite coal strike 
in April of last year, this 
operating 
income for the railw ays as a w’hole 
would not have averaged an increase 
and for the railways of the eastern 
group would have been less this y e ir 
than last, instead o fincreasing 14.6 
per cent. It was lower per mile of line 
for these railroads in April, 1912, by 
33 per cent th an in April, 1911; and 
3.8 per cent grea er in April, 1911, 
than in April, 1910. For the railways 
of the southern group this operating 
income per mile of line was 16.5 per 
cent less than in April, 1912; less iii 
April, 1912, by 1.9 per cent than in 
April, 1911; ani less in April, 1911, by 
14.5 per cent than in April, 1910. For 
the railways of the 
western 
group 
th is operating income per 
mile 
of 
line was 3.2 per cen'. Jess
